“$1 USH FUND” LAWYER SEES 
CHICAGO STATE'S ATTORNEY 


Grand Jury Will Hear Story of 
Money Used to Influence 


Legislation. 


CHICAGO, April 3.—John C. Fetzer, 
who alleges that a ‘“‘slush fund” in the 
neighborhood of $200,000 was used in 
mpdvancing legislation and city ordi- 
nances desired by’ the Chicago & West- 
érn Indiana Raliroad, entered into con- 
ference with State’s Attorney Wayman 
today. Details of the conversation were 
not made public. 

Neither the suit filed by the company 
to recover $625,000 from Fetzer nor his 
injunction suit seems likely to come up 
for settlement in court in the near fu- 
ture. Developments, however, are ex- 
pected when Mr. Ftzger tells his story 

to the grand jury spécially summoned to 
hear it next Monday.

Central Presbyterian Flock 
_ Objects to Invasion of 
Its ‘Territory. 


ARBITRATORS NAMED 


Grand > Avenue Members 
Agree to. Confer . Over 
Proposed Move: 


Action to bring about the removal of 
the Grand Avenue Presbyterian Church 
from its present site at Grand and 
Washington avenues to Union and Del- 
mar avenues have caused consternation 
among the mémbership of the Centra. 
xresbyterian Church, Clara and. Delmar 
avenues, two blocks away. 

A joint committee to arbitrate the 
question has been called for by the 
Central Presbyterian Church and acced- 
ed to by the Grand Avenue Church. 
The Grand Avenue Church conferees 
have been selscted, and those for thé 
Central Church will be chosen at a 
meeting Sunday. 

Rumors that the Grand Avenue 
Church would in the near future enter 
the territory in which the Central Pres- 
byterian Church is located, and which 
have been causing the members of the 
Central Church considerable uneasiness, 
were confirmed last Wédnesday, when 
the congregation of the Grand Church 
voted to purchase a lot on which their 
committee had taken an option at Del- 
mar and Union avenues. 

There are only two intersecting 
streets on. Delmar boulevard between 
the present location of the Central Pres- 
byterian Church and the lot for the 
erection of a new Grand Avenue P-es- 
byterian Church, to cost $100,600. 

That the plans to proceed with the 
buildigg of the new church have 
reached an advanced stage is indicated 
by the fact that waivers of restriction 
have been obtained from property own- 
ers in the vicinity. Washington terrace 
property owners held the authority to 
prevent the building of a church or oth- 
er building than a residence in the ter- 
ritory, but they have waived their 
rights. . 

Officers.of the Central Church congre- 
| gation take the position that the site 
for the-new Grand Avenue Presbyte- 
rian Church is a matter for the St. 
Louis. Pre=bytery: t pass upon, but of- 
ficers of the latter church do not seem 
to agree with thém on this point. 

E. E. Magill, who has been appointed 
on a committee to confer with a eom- 
mittee from the Central Church, said: 

“I do not think the Presbytery has 
any.control over this matter. Dr. J. F. 
Cannon, pastor of the Grand .Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, should know. He 
was moderator of the district for many 
yoars.”’ | 

Up to Committee. 

When asked if the St. Louis Presby- 
tery has power to act in the matter Dr 
Cannon replied: 

“That question has not been put up to 
us. I wouldn't care to express myself 
on it. The whole matter is in the hands 
of the committee we have appointed to 
confer with the other Presbyterian 
churches. The Brank Memorial Presby- 
terian Church and the Cook Avenue 
Presbyterian Church will also take part 
in the conference. 

“For some time,”’ continued Dr. Can- 
non, “we have felt that it would be 
necessary for us to move west. Our 
people are all going west and the pres- 
ent location, particularly. in the sum- 
mer, is not favorable for a church. 
The noise on Grand avenue is disturb- 
ing. But-it may be.a long time before 
We go.”

BRAIN WAS. NORMAL 


Physician’s Assertions Are 
Positive—Courtroom Is- 
Crowded.

KANSAS CITY Mo., April 3.—Chris- 
man Swope died from “some powerfu! 
and paralyzing poison,”’ according to 
the testimony today of Dr. Ludwig 
Hektoen of Chicago, an @¢minent patho- 
logist, in thé murder case against Dr. 
B. Clark Hyde, charged. with poisonins 
Col. T.-H. Swope, Chrisman’s ufcle. 

Dr. Hektoen made this statement in 
reply to a long. hypothetical question 
in which Chrisman’s Symptoms were 
detailed and the convulsions preening 
his death. were described. 

Not being a taxicdlogist, Dr. Hektoen 
did not make the chemical tests of the 
viscera of the Swopes but turned them 
over, he testified, to Dr. Walter 58. 
Haines and Dr. Victor C. Vaughn who 
are to testify later as to their findings. 
Dr. Hektoen only made the physical ex- 
amination of she bodies, being apevent 
at the autopsies. 

Swope’s Brain Was Normal. 

Therét was no injury to Col.. Swopé's 
brain when it was removed at the @u- 
topsy, Dr. Hektoenm testified, The de- 
fense charges that the brain Was 
cracked, when it wci taken from the 
skull, and that the doctors thus might 
not have observed in it the effect of a 
hemorrhage due to apoplexy. 

The pathologist's testimony . on 
this’ point was positive... The brain 
was normal, he saic, exéept that sev- 
eral small blood vessels @t the base 
of the brain were thickened. This} 
condition, Dr. Hektoen said, would 
not have caused death. 

There was some congestion in Col. 
Ewope® lungs, Dr. Hektoen said and 


the liver wag small, but apparently } 


normal. He told about the tumor 
in. the right kidnay, aod....said he 
thought. the. kidheys might be im- 
paired to the extent perhaps of 10 
per cent. The aorta, an artety lead- 
ing from the héart, was hardened, 
but none of these conditions could 
have caused death, Dr. Hektoen said. 

“Has cyanide of potassium ever been 


in general. use athong physicians?’ he 


was asked. 

“Tt has not.” 

This question had been answéred in 
the same way by Hugo Breécklein and 
the clerks in his drug store, who sold 
Dr. Hyde cyanide in 5grain capsules. 

Questioned About Cyanide. 

Frank P. Walsh, chief of Hyde's 
counsel, cross-examined Dr. Hektoen. 

“Do you say that cyanide is never 
used by physicians?” he asked. 

“TI say that I have never used it, 
and have never heard of its being 
used.”

Judge Latshaw said he had read the 
letters and could not see anything in 
them that would help the defense, but 
that he wanted to give Dr. Hyde 
every opportunity to prové his inno- 
cence, : 

There was a long recess during which 
Hyde's lawyers examined the letters 
anit at its conclusion they announced 
that they could not find the letter say- 
ing there was no strychnine in Marga- 
ret Swope’s ejecta after the ‘convul- 
sion she had similar te Cel. Swope’s and 
Chrisman’e from which she. recovered. 

This letter also stated, Hyde's law- 
yers said, that there was no strychnine 
in the capsules Tom Swope found. 

Prosecuting Attorney Conkling an- 
‘nounced that he knew nothing of such a 
letter but that if he found it he would 
turn it over to the defense. 

Nothing to Show Natural Death. 

Dr. Clavin Adkins, city physician of 
Independence, said he saw the autopsy 
on Col. Swope’s bedy and that there was 
nothing to indicate a natural death. 

Walsh’s methods in cross-examining 
experts were shown late yesterday ait- 
«rnocn, When he took in hand Dr. Frank 


J. Hell, an expert bacteriologist, who 
told of his exathi:ations of the Swope 
premises after ihe typhoid epidemic 
roke out, and of the autopsy en Col. 
Swope’s body which he attendel as en 
expert. Dr. Hall is a consulting, not 
a practicing physician. \" 

@n direct examination, Dr. Hall said 
that he found no trace of tvphoid germs 
about the Swope home, and told Mrs. 
Logan O. Swope the disease must have 
been brought in from the outside. She 
was much overwrought thereat, he 
said. He-minutely described the condi- 
tion of Col. Swope’s organs, and said 
they were normal except for a tumor, 
not of the malignant variety, in one ef 
the kidneys, and a schierotic condition 
of the. great aorta, the chief artery 
leading from the heart. Schierosis is 
a hardening of the walls of the artery. 

Dr. Hall was positive Col. Swope did 
not die from cerebral hemorrhage (one 
form of apoplexy). This was the cause 
assigned for the death by Dr. Hyde 
who signed the death certificate. 


Lawyer Is Technical, 
On cross-examination, Walsh asked: 


“How many cases of apoplexy have 
you treated, Dr. Hall?’ 

*‘None.” ' 

“So you don’t knew the ieapbalnis of 
apoplexy, do you?” - 

“Oh yes, I have seen a great many 
cases."’ 

“But you haven't treated a case due 
either to cerebral hemorrhage or throm- 
bosis or embolism?’ 

“No, I don't. treat anybody. That 
fen’t my. business.”

‘Because I don't know.’’ 

‘Then, with all your experience as an 
adviser of physicians and holder of au- 
topsies (Dr. Hall had said that he had 
been present at. between 2000 and 3000 
autopsies) you don’t know whether ir- 
regular heart action would cause 
death.” 

“T couldn't know,” said Dr. Hall caim- 
ly, ‘“‘uniess I knew whether it was 
severe enough to cause stoppage. If it 
did cause stoppage, death would result.”’ 

Questioned About Kidneys. 

Walsh abandoned that line of inquiry 
and turned to> the condition of Col. 
Swope’s kidneys, He asked if malig- 
nant tumors were next in fatalities to 
tuberculosis.”’ 

“They are fatal in more cases,”’ said 
Dr. Hall, 

‘And isn't it true that the authorities 
disagree as to whether one can tell 
whether a tumor is malignant or be- 
nign?’’ 


“The dhiniisemak?* said Hall, smil- 


ing, “is as fo whether benign tumors 
may become malignant. But in specific 
instances it is always possible to deter- 
mine whether they are malignant, on 
examination.”’ 

“Did you ever know a case in which 
a@ person having a malign hypernethro- 
ma (tumor) of the kidneys got well?” 
Walsh demanded.

“When did you ever encounter such 
a case?” 

“T knew a case in which a malign 
hypernethroma died in the kidney, and 
was removed.” 

“Oh, this is one. of your numerous 
autopsies,” Walsh observed  sarcas- 
tically. 

“Hardly,” said Dr. Hall dryly. “The 
woman I speak of ts alive and well.”’

Lack of Pressure on Mains 
Forces Firemen to Resort 
to Buckets.

The.volunteer fire department of Kirk- 
wood had to fight a fire with water 
pumped from cisterns at 1:30 a. m. Sat- 


urday, when it was discovered there 
was no pressuré in the city water mains. 
A pipe line of the West St. Louis Water 
and Light Co., which supplies' the town 
with water, left the department witheut 
any adequate means of fighting the fire. 

The fire started in the butcher shop 
of J. F. Berg, and spread to a: building 
occupied by James Howell, a wll paper 
dealer. Berg’s place “was «entirely de- 
stroyed, and Howell's was badly dam- 
aged. 

When it was found that there was no 
Water to be had from the mains, ‘sev- 
eral cisterns in the neighborhood were 
tapped. Bucket brigades were organ- 
ized, and after several hours of hard 
fighting the fire was subdued. 

The department was rendered prac- 
tically powerless by the’ breakdown in 
the water system. At the office of the 
water company Saturday a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter was told it was not 
known’ where the break occurred, or 
how soon it will be repaired. 

Kirkwood officials are looking up the 
law Saturday with a view of instituting 
damage suits against the water com- 
pany for failure to supply the town with 
water. The Kirkwood ordinances pro- 
vide that the company shall be subject 
to a fine of $2.50 to $15 a day for fallure 
to supply any water, and in case of 
low pressure must furnish it for noth- 
ing.

The Real Measure of Wages. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

‘When Vice-President Sherman, in his speech at 
the Odeon, declared that the wages of the Ameri- 
can workingmen had been increased in the past year, 
he displayed his ignorance of the principles, of politi- 
cal economy and -the prevailing economical condl- 
tions in the nation at large. 

It is an axiom of political economy that real wages 
are not measured in terms:.of dollars and cents, but 
by the amount ‘of commodities they buf. Judged by 
that standard, wages, in thé past year, have de- 
clined, for while wages have in some instances ad- 
vanced, the cost of living has advanced in far 
greater proportion. Furthermore, while a few hun- 
dred thousand skilled and organized workers have 
succeeded in obtaining an advance in their nominal 
Wages, millions) of ‘unskilled workers and mill and 
factory employes have not obtained a like increase. 
In ‘fact the great increase in the cost of living has 
the effect of actually decreasing their real wages.

To Make Money = 


Hints to City and Country Merchants 
By ALPHONSUS P. HAIRE. 








HEN well done—and no other sort of advertising is really 
advertising—-printed matter undoubtedly influences peo- 
ple to come into your store or to pass by your windows, 

where new values will have a chance to do their work. 

While in small towns printers’ ink can never displace the use 
of leaders as the foremost form of advertising, the right expéndi- 
ture of a modest amount of money in newspapers and circulars 
not only makés the use of leaders more effective but, to some ex- 
tent, serves to diminish the amonnt of money it is necessary to 
expend in leaders, writes Alphonsus P. Haire in the Saturday Even- 
ing Post. 

The advertising copy should be simple and direct. The peo- 
whe should be told plainly and in the simplest manner what the 
merchant is going to do. A promise to the public once it is made 
should never be broken, but care must be taken in making promises. 

A.good advertisement can’t be slapped together in a few mo- 
ments by one who is guessing at what he is doing. The reason so 
much advertising is not successful is that it is prepared in a slap. 
dash and shiftless way by one who has not studied his subject. 

As the advertising is one of the most important tasks in the 
store, the merchant should look after it himself—and give it the 
time and attention it requires.. 

The president of a million-doller corporation says that he can 
hire men to do his buying, to look after the cash and details, but 
that he can find no one who can look after the advertising to his 
satisfaction, and he considers this side of the business his most 
important work. And the fact that he has succeeded so splendidly 

justifies the contention.

Lieut. Hofrichter Confesses 
Killing One and Planning 
to Kill Others.

VIENNA, April oh Lieut. "Adolph 
Hofrichter, overwhelmed by the mass 
of incriminating evidence and aware 
that the doctors had decided that. he 
was responsible for his acts,. has made 
a full confession, admitting that he 
sent poison to his brother officers, the 


purpose being to clear the path of his 


own promotion. 

There was a dramatic scene when the 
confession was made. MHofrichter sud- 
denly asked to be taken before the 
Judge. . There, with every tndication 
of great distress, he gasped out: 

“T am the sender of the poison and 
the letters. I wanted “o be appointed 
on. the general staff, so I resolved to 
poison a number of officers by sending 
them ills’ containing cyanide of potas- 
sium. I thought I should be promoted 
to the general staff in tha way. 

‘My love for my wife was another 
motive. As the wife of an officer of 
the general staff she would have an 
existence free from care.”’ 

Hofrichter, if he had persisted in 
pleading not guilty, could not have béen 
condemned to death by cdourtmartial, 
As it is, he may be hanged. 

Sixty-one officers, including Lieut. Hof- 
richter, took the examinations last .fall 


for a taptain’s commission ih. the Aus-’ 


trian army. When the results were an- 
rounced he found himself thirty-third 
on the list. 
bars were awarded, which ‘signified pro- 
motion. Only three men, therefore, 
stood between’ Hofrichter and the high- 
er rank and all that it carfied of .en- 
hanced prestige, social and military. It 
was to remove this barrier that the 
poison capsiiles were sent, 

Capt. Mauer; one of the officers, took 
the preparation and died almost imme-
